Dr. Geddes When at Edinburgh Solved Problem of the Officers' 
Reserve — History Is Here Given to the Daily

She then showed a 
Very fine view of the arch ,,f Constan- 
tino Tills arch is largely decorated 
with stolen carvings, but the two '

ject were of that I line. Those wire 

two friezes with the figure of the Em- 
peror seated on ll throne in the centre 
facing the spectator, his nobles group- 
ed around hllll, and at either end 
groups of citizen*.

/Roman art comes from tin- Greek, 
and If v.o considi r earls Greek treat- 
ment, we see how much weaker It Is. 
In primitive art, as early as 800 B.C., 
the artist found himself confronted 
with the problem of filling in the 
three-cornered pediment. The central 
figure always is a god, an unseen 

Spectator of the contests either side of 
the pediment, but In no way connect- 
ed with them. Thin Is Ihe weakness 
of the Greek art us compared with 
the lite Roman, even though the exe- 
cution of the Individual figures In far 
superior.

It has often been said that many of 
McOIU's most prominent men are 
stolen' away from US by universities 
over on the other side of the Atlantic. 
This reproach may be true, but It Is 
also true that McGill draws some of 
her finest professors from those same 
universities. Among the latter list we 
can put Prof. Qeddes, the new profes- 
sor of Anatomy. Dr, Geddes is an 
Edinburgh man. Indeed he came 
straight from the university there to 
McGill to fill the chair recently vac- 
ated by the Dean of the Medical fac- 
ulty, 

Dr, Geddes Is a young man brim 
full ot energy and enthusiasm. He 
comes to us with a fine record not 
only In medicine but also In what olio 
might call the very antithesis of med- 
icine, namely, soldiering. 

When Interviewed by the Daily re- 
porter, Dr. Geddes consented to tell 
how the Offlcors Training Corps 
movement was originated in Great 
Britain. 

Before the Boer War. Dr, Geddes 
said, all the great universities had 
volunteer corps composed entirely of 

students. Some of timse regiments 

Were vigorous and efficient, but they 
only produced a common soldier out 
of the men. 

A short time after the outbreak of 
Hie war It was found thai whereas 
there was no shortage in volunteers 
II. ere was a most serious lack of of- 
ficers, also many of the officers were 
not educated mou and proved them- 
selves to be Incompetent In the 
difficulty the War Office appealed 

lo the universities, offering almost 
anyone there an officer's post. A 
large number of students and recent 

graduates answered the appeal ami 

went to the Iront in charge of the 

volunteer detachments, it was then 

discovered thai these men made ex- 
cellent of 1 leers after a little train- 
ing. Dr. i bibles himself went out as 
a lieutenant. He, however, bashfully 
r< fused to toll Ihe Dally any of hi" 
exploits. To use his own words, how- 
el'er. "I had lots of fun knocking 
around and seeing a bit of real flghl 
Ir.g now and then. I started as lieu- 
tenant In charge of a machine gun 
section and finished up as a staff of- 
ficer in one of Ihe large districts." 
More th. in that lie would not loll. 

Atter his return from the war ho 
was offered the command of the Kd- 
Inburgh Universltj volunteers. Dur- 
ing the war ho had been doing a loi 
thinking and he soon saw that the 
system of volunteers at the universities 
was not as efficient as it might tie. 
a number or other officers wore also 

pondering over the same subject. Af- 
ter several Conferences a scheme was 
drawn up with the help of an officer 
ol the regular army named Stewart, 
As Lord Haldane, the then Secretary 
of War. Is Hon. Rector for Endlti- 
Inirgli University, It wns not found 
difficult to put the plan before him. 
By May of 1908 all the details were 
completed and earlv that autumn the 
necessary bill was passed through 

Parliament and Officers' Training 
dorps were an actual fact. Since that 
tune the movement ha- spread like 
wild fire. .Ml the principal Univers- 
ities have large corps while the move- 
ment has also spread to practically 
every public school la Great Britain. 
So Important Indeed has the Officers' 
Training Corps become at Oxford and 
Cambridge, thai the authorities there 
are contemplating requiring a oerti- 

flcate from o. T. Corps necessar) 

before a man can obtain a degree. 

Last year another Important step was 

taken when the O. T. I". were first 
Introduced to the Dominions over the 
McGill IuivIiik the honor of 
leirtlnc all others. 

When asked how medical sgucsiion 



Ion this side of the Atlantic compared 
with that In Europe, Dr. Geddes stated 
lia yet ho was not sufficiently ac- 
qualnted with conditions on this side 
to form an opinion. Hut he observed 
that the new McGill Medical Build- 
ing Is one Of the best designed for 
Medical teaching purposes except, 
perhaps, the now one at Munich. 

Since his arrival the professor has 
been greatly struck by the similarity 
between the university life here and 
In Edinburgh, Edinburgh, he con- 
tinued, wns, like McGill, a cosmo- 
politan Institution, drawing Its stuil- 
nets from all parts of the world, es- 
pecially from the Over Seas Domin- 
ions. 

There was one peculiarity, howevef, 
about McGill, namely, thai there ap- 
peared to be more classes In the med- 
ical faculty than In Edinburgh. 

The Union here did not appear to him 
to occupy so important a position In 
student activities as does the one in. 
Edinburgh, which, ho said, In closing 
the Interview, Is the roul soul of the 
university,

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TODAY'S MEETING 



It is hardly necessary to further emphasize the importance of 
this morning's meeting of the Students' Society. If lite attendance 
at the meeting held last spring is any indication of the interest taken 

by the student body in these mailers there will be a very large at- 
tendance. There is an unconscious feeling among the students that 
the meeting last spring settled the matter of a deficit 
finally and definitely. This is far from being true as 
the published financial statement of the Council to-day 
shows. The only really definite piece of busi- 
ness done at the meeting held in the spring that had any effect upon 
the amount of the deficit was to authorize the collection of a certain 
amount of Caution money. This collection was proceeded with and 
the results of the collection are shown in ihe statement of the Coun- 
cil. That they do not solve the problem of the deficit is apparent. 
The main question still remains and if it is within the power of the 
students to effect anything that will tend to clear this up, it should 
be done at the meeting to-day. 

For several reasons the meeting to-day is of more importance 
than the one last year, certainly it can more clearly show the stu- 
dents just where they stand financially. This is so because the 
Council is now in a position to state definitely what the deficit is. 
The estimates made last year were an accurate as the circum- 
stances would permit, l et they were in some cases only guesses 
and time has shown that they were not in every case accurate ones. 
The wisdom of the present meeting is best illustrated by the discre- 
pancies which exist between the estimates of the spring and the ac- 
tual figures of to-day. 1 he present system of holding the annual 
meeting in the fall instead of the spring is, in its first application, 
shown to be a good one. Guess work is eliminated and every stu- 
dent is now in a position to intelligently pass judgment on the busi- 
ness of the year preceding. 

T he statement which we have printed on the first page is then a 
satisfactory one. Satisfactory, however, only in the sense that there 
is every reason to believe that it is complete. In any other sense it 
could hardly be called satisfactory, when it contains an item of over 
$8,000 deficit. It must, however, be understood that this deficit is 
only for the season ending June 1st last. To this must be added a 
balance from the year previous. This brings the total up to over 
$11,000. The story of the deficit is an old and familiar one and 
need not be here repeated. 

The important facts are that we should bear in mind that the 
deficit is still here and that it must be met by the students of Mc- 
Gill in some way or other. With this fact plainly staring us in the 
face there is no doubt that the meeting will be taken seriously and 
that a large body of students will attend, for this enn only be con- 
sidered by a representative body of students. 

In the meantime, the Council have been pursuing a policy of 
extreme carefulness. The reasons for this and the measures which 
are being taken to ensure a surplus at the end of the year will be an- 
nounced at the meeting. The Council recently announced tha' they 
had decided to curtail very largely in athletic expenses and that in 
so doing some of the clubs previously enjoying large grants 
would find themselves with greatly reduced grants. Should there 
be any discussion on this point, the proper place for it is at the meet- 
ing to-day. 

The Daily feels that though some members of the College 
athletic organizations may feel themselves deprived of a grant which 
they have come to look upon as an annual one, yet they will realize 
that such moves arc necessary if the Council is to continue in exist- 
ence in its present form. The Council is taking every precaution to 
ensure a financial success but its efforts can only be completely suc- 
cessful if backed up by the good-will of every student at McGill. 

Last year the Council did not have this. Certainly, the Coun- 
cil did not have the sympathy of the students when it came to the 
point of paying some caution money or the results would have been 
greater than they were. This year the new Council have shown 
very decidedly that they are determined to conduct the affairs of the 
Society on business-like lines. Apparently, they arc deserving of our 
support. Let us sec that they get it wholly and ungrudgingly.
